PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 
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James  B.  Wolf 

President,  Board  of  Trustees 


During  the  past  year,  The  Cleveland  Society  for  the  Blind 
served  2,516  blind  or  visually  handicapped  individuals  in 
the  Greater  Cleveland  area.  And  — of  these  people,  a 
majority  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

1974  was  a productive  year.  A number  of  major 
projects  were  completed  and  significant  progress  was  made 
on  several  others. 

* The  expanded  and  remodeled  Business  Enterprises 
and  Work  Training  Center  was  dedicated  on  May  16 

* The  new  addition  to  the  Sight  Center  Building  was 
completed  and  "Open  for  Business"  in  September 

* Ground  was  broken  for  the  country's  first  Mobility 
Training  Park,  and  ample  funds  were  donated  for 
its  continued  maintenance. 

* The  Prevention  of  Blindness  Services  program  was 
ensured  through  the  largest  single  pledge  ever  made 
to  the  Agency 

* Braille  Services  - and  nearly  100  volunteer  transcribers 
"took  up"  official  residence  at  the  Sight  Center 

* The  Agency  assumed  the  administrative  responsibility 
for  the  Cleveland  Eye-Bank,  Inc. 

* Nearly  700  older  citizens  went  to  Highbrook  on  EGO 
(Eyes  Growing  Older)  Trips. 

The  annual  report  which  follows  is  a summary  of 
The  Cleveland  Society  for  the  Blind's  activities  during 
1 974  _ and  includes  a nostalgic  look  backwards  to  accom- 
plishments of  other  years. 


To  the  Officers,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
volunteers,  professional  staff  and  loyal  supporters  who  have 
helped  us  further  the  objectives  of  the  Agency,  we  are  most 
grateful. 
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The  largest  individual  pledge  ever  made  to  The 
Cleveland  Society  for  the  Blind  in  its  68  year  history 
was  pledged  by  Mrs.  Lester  M.  Sears  in  1974. 

The  $500,000  was  pledged  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  Sears'  husband  who  served  as  a member  of  the 
Society's  Board  of  Trustees  for  many  years.  This  gift 
will  assure  the  continuation  of  the  Society's  Prevention 
of  Blindness  Services. 

Most  people  are  astounded  when  statistics 
showing  money  spent  by  Americans  for  cosmetic 
items  far  exceeds  monies  allocated  for  medical  research. 
Likewise,  statements  which  reveal  a positive  role  of 
preventive  action  in  reducing  disease  and  disabling 
conditions  frequently  amaze  individuals  who  have 
preconceived  notions  that  modern  drugs  have  "done 
away  with  that." 

Effective  health  education,  through  active 
intervention  with  known  causes  of  blindness,  continues 
to  have  high  priority  at  the  agency.  Mrs.  Sears'  generous 
pledge  insures  — not  only  this  continuance  — but  its 
growth.

One  day  in  1974,  a would-be  volunteer  was  being 
interviewed  in  the  office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Volun- 
teer Services.  After  spending  some  time  there,  she 
made  this  remark;  "This  is  like  Central  Casting!" 

And  - according  to  the  many  "roles"  filled  in  different 
settings,  this  is  a fairly  accurate  description. 

Twenty  plus  members  of  the  Hillcrest  Wel- 
come Wagon  volunteered  time  as  'strippers,'  wallpaper 
hangers,  painters  and  interior  decorators.  Their  goal  — 
to  completely  redecorate  a six-room  suite  to  be  used 
as  a recreation  center  for  blind  and  visually  handicapped 
persons  staying  at  the  Sight  Center  Apartments . . . 
almost  100  volunteer  transcribers  relocated  their  head- 
quarters from  downtown  to  the  Sight  Center,  sharing 
quarters  there  with  the  Taping  Service  and  its  200  plus 
volunteers  . . . and  a remarkable  retiree  named  Ralph 
was  a daily  volunteer  cashier  at  the  agency  . . . 

Other  calls  which  went  out  and  were  filled 
included  those  volunteers  who  continue  to  assist 
individuals  and  groups  in  handcrafts,  music  and  con- 
versation groups,  friendly  visiting,  dancing,  bridge,  etc. 

. . . and  to  that  corps  of  Drivers  who  made  a total  of 
4,990  trips  for  blind  clients  and  staff  members.

The  Mary  T.  Cozier  Volunteer  Lounge  — 
planned  and  decorated  by  Sterling  Committee  volun- 
teers — was  dedicated  during  the  year  and  instantly 
became  a hub  of  volunteer  activity. 

Volunteers  serve  as  one  of  The  Cleveland 
Society  for  the  Blind's  most  vital  links  to  the  commun- 
ity. In  1974,  over  70,000  hours  were  recorded  by 
men,  women  and  young  adults  — some  of  whom  have 
served  the  agency  for  many  years,  others  who  were  new 
last  year. 


The  Society  is  very  grateful. 
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1974 


Thirteen  trips  meant  a day  at  Highbrook  Lodge  for 
nearly  700  persons  — with  severely  impaired  vision  — 
and  specifically  those  persons  who  were  not  acquainted 
with  the  services  of  The  Cleveland  Society  for  the  Blind 

— this  was  the  idea  behind  the  successful  EGO  (Eyes 
Growing  Older)  Trips  in  the  summer  of  1974.  Funded 
by  ACTION,  the  program  informed  persons  about  eye 
care  and  services  available  to  them  through  the  agency 

— and  then  threw  in  some  recreation  for  good  measure 
at  the  agency's  beautiful  camp. 

1974  was  a bonanza  year  for  36  persons  — 
skilled  craftsmen  all  — who  collectively  made  81  dif- 
ferent items  to  be  sold  through  this  program.  A 
whopping  $3,743.27  (up  670%  over  the  previous 
year)  was  paid  out  to  the  participants. 

Group  Services  continued  to  fill  leisure 
time  satisfactorily  for  many  blind  people  for  whom 
this  is  a major  problem.  Last  year  393  men  and  women 
took  advantage  of  recreational  opportunities:  social 
clubs,  musical  events,  special  events  (Opera,  Blossom 
Center,  Musicarnival,  Summer  Trips,  etc.);  270  signed 
up  for  informal  adult  education  (ceramics,  knitting, 
braille,  music  lessons  in  piano,  voice,  violin  and  guitar, 
physical  fitness,  etc.)  and  254  attended  camp. 


Each  EGO  trip  found  many  bowling  enthusiasts 
lined  up  for  a game  or  two  in  the  atternoon.

In  September  of  1974,  the  Rehabilitation  Department 
moved  to  the  new  wing.  With  the  additional  space,  it 
became  possible  to  expand  all  services  of  the  department. 

As  the  result  of  turnover  and  additional 
positions,  the  staff  was  strengthened  with  six  new  staff 
members,  two  of  whom  were  replacements. 

The  Bureau  of  Services  for  the  Blind,  through 
its  local  personnel,  continued  to  give  invaluable  consulta- 
tion and  encouraged  development  of  new  programs 
wherever  feasible. 

The  Bureau,  recognizing  the  need  for  contin- 
ued referrals  for  rehabilitation  and  the  problem  of 
increasing  costs,  recommended  and  obtained  approval 
for  substantial  increases  in  tuition  to  the  Agency. 

While  still  under  construction,  the  outlines  of 
the  Mobility  Training  Park,  adjacent  to  the  new  wing, 
began  to  take  form.  The  equipment  was  delivered  and 
will  be  ready  for  use  early  in  1975.  Continual  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  park  were  made  possible  by  a most  gener- 
ous gift  of  $100,000  from  Tom  and  Martin  Blum. 

GRANTS 

Two  major  grants  were  obtained  for  programming  in 
1974: 

1 — The  John  Huntington  Education  Fund  provided 

sufficient  money  to  staff  the  Work  Training 
Center 

2 — A grant  from  The  George  Gund  Foundation 

provided  monies  for  two  additional  mobility 
instructors,  with  the  commitment  that  these 
instructors  would  strengthen  mobility  services  for 
children  and  older  persons  in  the  community. 

RECIPIENTS  OF  SERVICE 

During  1974,  there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  diabetics 
referred  to  the  Sight  Center.  Approximately  45%  of  the 
referrals  fell  into  this  category.  During  the  year  we  saw 
126  students  in  the  Center,  while  our  two  rehabilitation 
teachers  and  one  Home  Industries  instructor  assigned  to 
community  services  provided  1,781  lessons  within  the 
same  period. 


Concept  Development  Area 
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1974 


A glance  at  the  clippings  tells  us  a little  about  Edna,  the 
first  blind  child  known  to  the  Society  (1910).  Here  is 
the  story  of  Tammy,  a darling  little  girl  who  visited  the 
Sight  Center  for  the  first  time  in  1974. 

When  Tammy  was  six  weeks  old,  the  doctor 
found  that  her  optic  nerve  did  not  develop.  He  said  she 
was  totally  blind  — would  never  see  — that  she  was  deaf 
and  probably  mentally  retarded.  None  of  this  was  true. 
She  is  legally  blind,  but  does  see  some;  she  is  not  deaf 
and  certainly  not  retarded! 

A social  worker  at  the  hospital  referred 
Tammy's  mother  to  the  Sight  Center. 

The  story  does  not  end  here.  Her  grandmother, 
thinking  Tammy  would  be  a burden  to  her  mother, 
undertook  her  care  and  almost  isolated  her  from  the  rest 
of  the  family.  As  a result,  when  the  grandmother  died, 
the  loss  was  almost  too  much  for  the  child.  She  had 
started  to  walk  but  quit,  and  there  were  other  evidences 
of  a serious  setback. 

The  mother,  not  having  had  the  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  her  daughter,  did  not  recognize  the  child's 
needs  and  did  not  realize  Tammy  could  learn.  Through 
Children's  Services  at  the  Sight  Center,  Tammy's  mother 
was  introduced  to  another  mother  of  a blind  child.  This 
contact,  along  with  the  patient  and  gentle  prodding  of 
the  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services,  opened  up  a 
whole  new  world  to  her  — and  subsequently  to  Tammy. 

The  mother's  words:  "Tammy  is  a blessing 
in  disguise.  My  'perfect'  world  had  become  unbalanced. 
Tammy  has  put  it  altogether." 

Tammy  started  walking  at  25  months  — a year 
to  the  day  of  her  grandmother's  death.  She  is  now  all 
of  three  - goes  to  nursery  school  - can  spell  her  own 
name  and  count  up  to  20! 
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Tammy  succeeded  in  holding  all  of  Barney,  the 
Talking  Dog,  on  her  lap

Literally  hundreds  of  hours  are  spent  by  caseworkers 
'on  the  telephone'  doing  "Intake,"  some  interviewing, 
reassuring,  answering  questions,  making  referrals, 
setting  up  appointments,  tracing  lost  checks,  finding 
new  quarters,  etc.

Mrs.  S.  lives  in  a small,  very  neat  house 
surrounded  by  flowers  and  trees.  She  is  a widow 
with  five  children  grown  and  married,  and  an  8 year 
old  daughter.  She  lost  her  sight  in  1974. 

By  the  time  a caseworker  first  visited  Mrs.  S., 
her  depression  was  very  noticeable;  she  felt  useless  and 
that  her  life  now  was  without  purpose. 

After  several  visits,  the  worker  discovered 
that  the  client  had  many  talents:  creative  writing  in 
both  prose  and  poetry;  oratory  and  singing  skills.  Now, 
on  further  home  visits,  the  worker  asked  a sighted  aide 
to  read  aloud  the  writings  of  Mrs.  S.  and  afterwards, 
they  discussed  her  work.  They  offered  praise  when 
deserved  - and  bit  by  bit,  began  to  gently  urge  her  to 
consider  going  to  the  Sight  Center  for  rehabilitation. 

The  Sight  Center  staff  discussed  how  she 
could  learn  to  use  a tape  recorder  and  braille  — which 
would  enable  her  to  continue  the  writing  she  loved. 

Each  week,  there  was  an  increasing  curiosity 
on  the  part  of  Mrs.  S.  about  how  her  visiting  worker 
functioned  so  independently  without  sight  — and  — 
after  many  visits,  the  day  came  when  she  told  her  she 
would  sign  an  application  for  service  and  began  planning 
for  her  entrance  into  rehabilitation. 

At  the  end  of  twelve  weeks  of  trainmg,  Mrs. 

S.  resumed  the  care  of  her  8 year  old  daughter  — and 
took  over  the  household  duties.  Her  creative  talents 
were  put  to  good  use  and  well  received,  when  she  re- 
joined the  church  she  had  served  so  long  before  her 
blindness.

The  highlight  of  1974  at  the  Industrial  Division  was  the 
dedication  of  the  expanded  and  remodeled  Business 
Enterprises  Building  on  May  16,  1974.  Open  House  on 
May  17  and  19  provided  opportunities  for  friends  and 
the  public  to  tour  the  complex,  which  now  totals 
100,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Skilled  workers,  high  grade  materials,  modern 
machinery  and  the  most  up-to-date  facilities  make  the 
Industrial  Division  of  the  Cleveland  Society  for  the 
Blind,  one  of  the  most  functional  operations  of  its  kind 
in  the  country  — and  allows  blind  individuals  to  earn  a 
living. 


The  Industrial  Division  employed  126  hourly 
and  piece-rated  workers  during  the  year  — all  handi- 
capped members  of  the  community,  who  strive  to  earn 
their  own  way.  In  all  five  departments  — Cane,  Con- 
tract, Broom,  Sewing  and  Woodworking  — machines 
and  hands  hum  manufacturing  nearly  100  different 
products,  including:  household  cleaning  supplies; 
janitorial  supplies  for  commercial  trades;  and  items  for 
the  Federal  Government.  A variety  of  subcontract 
work  is  done  here  daily. 
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The  expanded  and  remodeled  Business  Enterprises 
and  Work  Training  Center  covers  100,000  square  feet.

Three  new  Snack  Bars  were  opened  in  1974,  bringing 
the  total  number  in  operation  to  46,  with  68  blind 
men  and  women  employed  as  managers  and  relief 
operators. 


Twenty-eight  persons  representing  referrals 
from  four  states,  were  enrolled  and  completed  the  12 
weeks  residence  training  program  offered  by  the  Food 
Service  Division. 

During  the  past  year,  this  Division  continued 
its  successful  involvement  in  the  "Feeding  the  Elderly" 
program  which  was  increased  to  700  meals  per  day  by 
the  end  of  the  year.

As  far  back  as  1912  (see  clipping  on  the  insert)  there 
were  aids  to  assist  the  individual  who  had  lost  his 
eyesight,  adjust  to  this  handicap. 

Today,  there  are  literally  hundreds  of 
electronic,  mechanical  and  tactile  devices  to  help 
minimize  and  compensate  for  the  frustration  of 
the  loss  of  sight. 

These  items  range  from  devices  for  use 
in  homemaking,  recreation,  in  personal  accessories, 
occupational  achievement,  etc. 

In  1974,  531  clients  were  helped  by  one 
or  more  of  the  aids  and  appliances  from  the 
Society's  sales  room. 

The  Talking  Book  program  continues  to 
grow.  During  the  past  year,  there  were  122  machines 
placed,  bringing  the  total  close  to  2500  now  out  on 
loan  from  the  agency.  All  malfunctioning  machines 
are  repaired  by  volunteer  Pioneers,  who  give  up  every 
other  Monday  night  for  the  project.  Each  of  the  10 
men  usually  repairs  3 machines  in  an  evening  — which 
adds  up  to  an  impressive  720  machines  repaired 
each  year. 

In  1974,  1 10  clients  made  1534  requests 
of  Taping  Services.  They  were  filled,  of  course,  by 
those  helpful  volunteers  who  read  onto  tape  text- 
books and  special  materials  not  in  braille  or  on 
Talking  Books. 

One  room  of  the  new  wing  is  called  the 
Reading  Room  and  houses  three  closed  circuit 
television  systems  which  magnify  normal  print  up 
to  6 inches.  With  the  readers,  many  visually  impaired 
persons  have  discovered  it  is  still  possible  to  read 
newspapers,  magazines,  personal  correspondence,  etc. 
(No  figures  are  complete  for  1974,  but  the  readers 
were  used  every  day.)
